She is looking for her dog. 
The woman is Dorothy Lauck, a 
44-vear-old teletype operator at 
the Fernald Atomic Energy Plant 
near her home in Cincinnati. 
In the last nine week* her 
name and face have become fa­ 
miliar to people living in ihe dry 
rugged country between Lords­ 
burg. In southwest New Mexico, 
and Willcox, across the border In 
Arizona. 
In that stretch of 78 miles, her 
I dog Mickey was lost. 
Miss Lauck was returning from 
vacation last July 27, driving east 
at night on Rt. 86. She left Will­ 
cox after a rainstorm passed and 
opened the left rear window so the 
dog could poke his head out. 
When she reached Lordsburg. 
Mickey was missing. 
In the next few days she cover­ 
ed hundreds of miles in the two 
states, much of it on foot, prob­ 
ing gullies that a dog might crawl 
into in this hot, hard country.

To Go It Alone Moy 
Cut Financial Throat

NEW YORK JP — Po** it pay a 
ration to seize others’ property? 
Some of them seem to think so. 
But the question is whether they 
can make a go of running it the m 
selves, and whether they’ll scare 
off further outside financial aid, 
not only for themselves but for 
their neighbors who say they need 
It desperately. 
Seizure of the Sues Canal is the 
latest example of the wave of na 
tionalization that has been gaining 
strength in various areas of the 
world 
But on the purely business and 
investment 
front 
the 
debate 
is 
largely one of dollars and cents. 
Americans have huge sums invest­ 
ed abroad — more than 19 billion 
dollars worth of property snd se­ 
curities. 
The underdeveloped coutrie* are 
crying for more. Every now and 
then some nation seizes foreign- 
held and foreign-developed proper­ 
ties. 
"No one knows when. where or 
how the next blow will fall,'' says 
the First National City Bank of 
New York In its October letter out 
today. 
"Nationalization of foreign 
as 
arts, repudiation of debt and anti­ 
foreign discriminations in various 
shapes and forms afford poor in­ 
ducement for outside people to risk 
either their tax money or their 
private savings in areas that do 
not recognize a code of fair con 
duct in international financial re­ 
lations. Who wants to throw good 
money after bad?" 
On the question of whether na­ 
tions really profit by seizing the 
property of others, the hank notes 
that "in general, the record shows 
—where nationalization ha* been 
tried—not more, but less. produc 
lion has resulted." It cites two ex 
• mples: The seizure of the Anglo 
Iranian Oil C o 's wells and the 
G reat Abadan Refinery by Mos 
sdegh in 1951

The Abadan refinery, largest in 
the wmrld, closed down for 3 ^ 
years and the production of Iran 
ian oil all but stopped 
Seizure of the Un mines in Bo­ 
livia! the bank says, hasn t worked 
out so well.

This is a Shawnee Indian j 
word meaning .limply "a dwelling 
place," 
At one time, within 
a 
short 
radius, south and west of Circle 
Ville, were three Shawnee villag­ 
es known as Chillicothe. Where 
Westfall is now—the 
home 
of 
Chief l ogan—was "Old Chillico­ 
the"; Frankfort was a Chillico- 
the. and of course our neighbor, 
twenty miles south, was another 
Chillicothe. 
The word "Chillicothe" was th* 
name of a legendary leader of the 
Shauwanoa or 
Shawnee 
Nation. 
The Shawnees, in the 17th century, 
were divided into two groups, one 
in the Cumberland River Valley 
and the other in South Carolina. 
Around 1690, is it known that both 
of these groups were moving into 
eastern 
Pennsylvania 
to 
escape 
trouble with other tribes of Ind­ 
ians, and by 1720 they were mov. 
mg into the Ohio Valley. It appears 
that these people were rather no­ 
madic in character, for we find 
them pretty well scattered in the 
early years of the American Col­ 
onies. By 1750, they were a power­ 
ful people in the central part of 
Ohio. 
• • % 
THEY WERE proud, aggressive 
and fierce, and made a long stand 
against the advance of the white 
man. They had some great Chiefs 


—Cornstalk and Grenadier Squaw 
on Scippo; Blue Jacket who led 
the Indians at the Battle of Fallen 
Timbers and Tecumseh, who was 
bom on Lick Run, a short distance 
west of Circleville. 
Here are some excerpts from an 
original manuscript in the Muse- 
urn of Anthropology of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, which will give 
you the hereditary belief of the or­ 
igin of the Shawnee word "Chilli- 
cothe." Thia manuscript was writ­ 
ten in 1824 by C. C. Trowbridge, 
as received 
from 
the 
Shawnee 


Prophet, Tenskwatawa, a brother 
of Tecumseh. 
The Prophet, too, probably spent 
his younger days near Westfall in 
Wayne Township in his dad's vil­ 
lage of Kiskapooke. 
"When the Great Spirit made 
this island (the earth) he thought 
it necessary to make also human 
beings to inhabit it, and with this 
in view, he formed the Indian. 
They were all Shawnees—twelve 
of them—to become the roots of 
twelve tribes. He told them he 
would proceed gradually in for­ 
ming all things below, but would 
finish everything to be created on 
the earth. 
"Said the Great Spirit—since I 
will not he with you, you will re ­ 
quire assistance from other sour­ 
ces. I therefore give you the SUN 
to take care of you and give you 
light during the 
day, 
and 
the 
MOON for the same purpose at 
night 
I will also put some of my 
gray hairs upon one of you and he 


shall be an old man, and you ahall 
call him your Grandfather. 
"Then he told the Indians that 
the Old Man, being the first which 
he had formed, should be celled 
Kwee-koo-laa. But Kwee - koo-laa 
soon found out that he was too old 
and weak to lead the 
party 
on 
their way, so he appointed Tshilli- 
kauthee to be their leader. Tshil- 
likauthee (Chillicothe) soon start­ 
ed on his march, followed by all 
of the Indians.

"AFTER MANY days of travel, 
the Great Spirit viaited them and 
told them that they had reached 
their destination—they had called 
it the Promised Land. Then 
the 
G reat Spirit left them —saying he 
would not be seen again, and that I 
they must think for themselves and ' 
hereafter pray 
to 
their 
Grand­ 
mother, the MOON."

Looking Back In Pickaway County 


By MIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
AMERICAN farmer* may be 
able to give medical science a 
hand by growing and harvesting 
’’cortisone crops.” 
This, at least, is the hope of the 
U. S. Departm ent of Agriculture 
and, of course, our scientists. 
Studies are under way right now 
to determine the feasibility of 
the plan. 
The “cortisone crops” would be 
plants of the Dloscorea species, 
close relatives of the Mexican 
yam, having a high content of 
hormone-like chemicals which 
can be converted into cortisone, 
male and female sex hormones 
and other steroid substance*. 
New Strain 
In fact, two new hormone pre­ 
cursors, found in a new strain 
of the Dloscorea plant on the 
M exlcan-G uatam alan border. 
may possibly prove to be better 
raw m aterial for the m anufac-l 
ture of cortisone than any pres­ 
ently known. 
The value of such plants Is 
obvious. If they can be grown 
successfully in the U. S. it would 
mean plentiful, relatively Inex­ 
pensive hormone* for medical 
use 
Scientist* have been searching 
for a plant with a high content; 


of suitable steroid that could bt 
grown here ever since announce­ 
ment of the dramatic antiarthri­ 
tic activity of cortisone in 1948. 
Early in their search they dis­ 
covered th at Dioscorea were a 
good source of chemicals that 
could be converted into useful 
hormones. So their efforts were 
directed toward finding strains of 
this plant with especially high 
hormone-precursor content th at 
could be grown and harvested in 
U. S. climates. 


Two Now Chemicals 


Chemical analysis showed th at 
the Chiapas plant strain not only 
contained diosgenin, the chem i­ 
cal ordinarily used as rax m ate­ 
rial for cortisone synthesis, but 
also large amounts of two new 
steroidal &apogenin.> which chem ­ 
ists are now trying to convert to 
cortisone. 
Some day, you might be grow­ 
ing cortisone in your own back 
yard.

Alert were 
modified following

The Strategic Air Command 
has partly amended secrecy en­ 
forced on the movement of oper­ 
ational units. 
An outstanding setback came in 
New York State.

court ruled that mtizens

have a right to a transcript of a 
judge’s charge to a jury in a 
criminal case. 
The state legislature refused to 
pass legislation which would make 
auch access possible.
